On September 15 five Peace 
treaties concluded with the ‘ex- 
«nemy countries in Europe—ltaly, 
Bulgaria, Rumania, Hungary and 
Finland—were ratified in Paris 
and Moscow. Simultancously the 
British Government decided to 
follow the example of France and 
the United States in’ terminating 
the “state of war’ with Aus- 
tria and forthwith to bring Anglo-

The most appreciated way 
in which to pay a Japanese for 
work or any service to-day is 
in food or clothing. ‘There {a 
very little cloth in the shops 
because nearly all tho textile 
factories were burnt out and 
Japan ia not in a positlon to 
buy imports.’ Second hand 
clothing however is on ‘sale and 


the relling and buying of cast- 


off apparel-is carried on all the 
time. Leather shoes are un- 
obtainable in any of the cities, 
The majority of people wear 
the Japanese wooden: style 
aondal which ‘costs about 30 
yen and is made locally. 

To a stranger it seems rather 
odd that there are no smartly 
dressed women to be scen walk- 
ing in the streets wenring mz- 
dern or European dress.
